EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Eric Jensen (Reg. No. 37,855) on January 10, 2005. 
The application has been amended as follows: 

a. In claim 1 0, change the phrase "according to claim 2" to -- according to 
claim 1 --. 

2. Claims 1 and 4-1 3 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the examiner 
is unaware of any ESD protection device using two SCRS coupled in an anti-parallel 
manner such that each thyristor utilizes a triple well construct (two with the same 
conductivity type) such that there are two impurity regions of opposite conductivity type 
relative to each other in two of the wells (which are also of opposite conductivity type 
relative to each other). 

4. The examiner notes the new title and hereby withdraws the objection made to the 
specification. 
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5. Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
